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Staff complaints 
against councillors 


TOWN councillors met behind 
closed doors on Monday evening to 
discuss complaints made against 
them by council staff. 

An agenda item at a meeting of the town 
council’s Human Resources Committee was 
listed as “Staff Complaints Against a Council¬ 
lor”. 

In view of the confidential nature of the busi¬ 
ness, it was agreed that the item be discussed 
“in committee” with the press and public ex¬ 
cluded. 

This newspaper understands that a solicitor 
was present at the meeting to offer advice. 

In a statament issued yesterday (Tuesday) by 
town clerk John Wright no reference was 
made about the nature of the complaints and 
no indication was given as to which staff 
members had lodged complaints. 

The identity of the councillors against whom 
complaints had been made was not revealed. 

The statement said: “On November 11th, the 
council’s Human Resources Committee con¬ 
sidered staff complaints about a councillor. Al¬ 
though the report majored on one member and 
one specific incident, it referred to other com¬ 
plaints made by employees about the behav¬ 
iour of other councillors.

“As a result of the 
discussions that took 
place, the Human Re¬ 
sources Committee 
agreed to recommend 
to the full council 
meeting on November 
20th that the council 
should develop a code 
of conduct that incor¬ 
porates sanctions that 
members would volun¬ 
tarily adhere to along 
with a protocol that out¬ 
lines officer/member 
relationships.” 

The complaint from 
staff about councillors 
follows some angry ex¬ 
changes between councillors in recent weeks 
which led to an incident being reported to the 
police. 

The View from Lyme Regis understands that 
one councillor later apologised to the Mayor,

Councillor Sally Holman, for using inappro¬ 
priate language in the council chamber. 

Town clerk John Wright also warned coun¬ 
cillors at a previous meeting that their behav¬ 
iour was bringing the council into disrepute 
and that it was affecting staff morale in the 
council offices. 

♦ LYME Regis goes to the polls tomorrow 
(Thursday) to elect a replacement for Jill New¬ 
ton, who resigned after just three months on 
the town council at the end of August, citing 
an atmosphere of “mistrust and suspicion” in 
the council chamber.

ALISON Moore has just been elected for her sec¬ 
ond term as President of the Dorchester Chamber 
of Commerce. She works part-time at Kingston 
Mauward College as a business training adviser, 
creating a link between the college and busi¬ 
nesses. 

She spends the rest of her time working as a 
counsellor and psychotherapist with clients rang¬ 
ing from their teens to nineties. 

A former BT high flier she started her career 
after studying electrical engineering at Bath Uni¬ 
versity and returned to education as a mature stu¬ 
dent at Winchester where she learnt many of her 
counselling skills. 

She is an Accredited Member of the British As¬ 
sociation for Counselling and Psychotherapy. 


■ HOW long have you been in Dorset? 

It’s been ten years now. I was working for BT at the time 
and the contract I was supporting was in the 
Bournemouth office and commuting from the other side 
of Exeter didn’t make much sense so I decided to move 
here. 

■ AND did you have any conceptions about Dorch¬ 
ester before you came here? 

I knew it was the county town and my assumption was 
that because it has both the West Dorset, the town council 
and the county council based here it was probably OK 
Monday to Friday in the daytimes but there was probably 
a mass exodus in the evenings and weekends because 
people who worked her didn’t necessarily live here. 

■ WHAT was in prompted you to leave BT? 

I had become interested in psychotherapy and counselling 
because I’d observed the effects on people of organisa¬ 
tional change. I became curious about why people’s be¬ 
haviours were changing and I started studying through 
what was then Dorset Adult Education. I did as much as 
I could through evening classes and then, like many peo¬ 
ple, had a life-changing experience when my father died 
at a young age, and I thought perhaps that was the re¬ 
minder that life is too short - so I left BT and went to the 
University of Winchester to continue my studies. 

■ WHAT sorts of inquiries do you deal with in your 
Kingston Maurward role? 

It might be anything from a company asking if they can 
use our climbing wall for a team-building exercise 
through to asking us to provide some training to deal with 
changes in legislation; to advice about taking on appren¬ 
ticeships.. .there’s no two days the same. 



I also attend a lot of business networking events which 
are often early mornings, or late evenings and even occa¬ 
sionally at weekends. It’s not a traditional nine to five job. 


■ WAS it your work at Kingston Maurward that got 
you involved with the chamber of commerce? 

Yes. I’ve been involved with the chamber and the Dorch¬ 
ester BID (Business Improvement District) for about four 
or five years and was asked onto the chamber executive 
about three-years-ago and was then voted president last 
year. 
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■ WHY did you decide to do another year in the 
chair? 

I had projects I wanted to see through. Dorchester is my 
adopted town and it has a lot going for it, especially at 
the moment. It’s been a real privilege with Brewery 
Square coming online and new businesses at Poundbury. 
We are lucky enough to have challenges other towns 
don’t have because we have got so many new businesses. 
I’m also passionate about helping young people stay here, 
which is a particular interest, so I wanted to let those proj¬ 
ects build a bit more before I step down. 


■ AND with your work at Kingston Maurward is it an 
exciting time to be involved with the prospect of the 
Dorset Studio School which is due to open next year? 

Yes, for me personally it goes back to where I started with 
the West Dorset federation. This is somewhere which is 
going to combine GCSEs and the environmental and land- 
based science qualifications. Young people now need to 
stay in education until they are 18 and this is going to give 
them different, less purely theoretical routes, and that’s got 
to be a fabulous thing. We have been working quite closely 
with employers and they sometimes say that young people 
have the academic skills but not the attitude and aptitude 
to work in teams, so that is something we will also try and 
work on. To have investment on a capital programme and 
the partnerships, particularly with Thomas Hardye School, 
mean that together we will have a great offer. 

■ IF you were marooned on a desert island who 
would you like to spend the time with? 

Jim Lovell who was the Captain of Apollo 13, the mission 
that didn’t make it to the moon. Having read his autobiog¬ 
raphy before the Apollo 13 film came out with Tom Hanks, 
there was a calmness and the sense of a scientist who fol¬ 
lowed a procedure and yet was also someone who was a 
great people person and who sometimes just tmsted his in¬ 
tuition. I think we all need to get back, sometimes, to just 
trusting our intuition and feelings. 

■ WHAT car would you like to drive? 

I love cars, I used to change them too often, according to 
my husband, but I’ve had my current one a long time for 
me. I’m quite an early adopter so when the Prius came out 
I had one of those so, if money was no object, I would al¬ 
ways have a new car. I would go for the Leaf at the mo¬ 
ment, but there aren’t enough charging points for the 
miles I tend to do.

Olympic legacy lives on 
with seafront cycle racks

heard a screech of tyres. This car came up from nowhere 
and nearly hit all eight kids. 

“We only got part of the number plate but, as we 
walked further up the road, another couple said they saw 
him zoom off as well.” 

The incident was reported to the police. PC Richard 
Winward said he believed he had identified the driver 
from descriptions and the number plate and had advised 
him not to continue using this route while investigations 
were underway.

“If we have one big voice when we report to Magna 
or the police, it will give us more clout.” 

Mrs Reynolds has since met with respresentatives 
from Magna Housing, LymeForward and police and has 
recruited a number of volunteers to help her set up the 
group. They will be delivering flyers advertising the first 
meeting to all houses on Magna Housing Association 


estates, including Colway Mead (i.e. North Avenue, 
Manor Avenue, South Avenue and adjoining roads), An- 
ning Road, King’s Way, Summerhill Road, Queen’s 
Walk and Lym Close. The group will be open to those 
in Magna owned and private owned houses in this area 
and will also incorporate a Neighbourhood Watch 
scheme, promoted by the police. 

The first meeting will he held at Halletts Court on 
Queen’s Walk on Monday, December 2nd starting at 
7pm.

L AST week’s typhoon disaster in the 
Philippines, in which an estimated 
10,000 people lost their lives in one 
community alone, shocked the world and im¬ 
mediately saw humanitarian aid organisations 
swing into action. 

Among those quick to respond was WorldWaterWorks, 
a Rotarian founded charity in the West Country which for 
the past nine years has come to the aid of tens of thou¬ 
sands of people affected by more than 25 disasters around 
the globe since the Asian tsunami in 2004.

Deputy editor James Coles and his brother Richard are 
also planning a sponsored walk across the western penin¬ 
sular, from the English Channel to the Bristol Channel, 
and in the spring all of our staff will be involved in a

SAVING PLANTS FROM THE WINTER CHILL 

Tips on how to prepare your plants for the winter and protect them 
from frost - plus, find out what else needs doing in the garden this week. 


I LOOKED out on my patio a few 
days ago to see a pelargonium I 
planted back in May coming into 
flower yet again, at a time when most of my summer pots 
have been emptied. 

Despite a lot of rain, it's been a mild October, and this may 
lull many of us into a false sense of security about how long 
we leave it before offering our plants some protection from 
the winter chill. 

As I live in a frost pocket, the pelargonium is going to 
come under cover soon. If you have pots of pelargoniums 
(bedding geraniums) which you want to enjoy next year, 
put them inside too, in a light, frost-free place such as a 
slightly heated greenhouse, a sheltered porch next to the 
house or an unheated spare room or conservatory, cutting 
them back to 10cm (4in). Don't expose them to warm cen¬ 
tral heating or they'll just wilt when you put them out next 
year. 

Fuchsias, which lose their leaves entirely and spend win¬ 
ter looking like bare sticks, will need the same treatment. 
You'll hardly need to water them at all until growth resumes 
in spring, at which point you can repot them into John 
Innes No 2 potting compost and harden them off before 
placing them outside when the risk of frost has passed. 

Marguerites (Argyranthemums) will also not stand any 
frost and are best dug up and potted, cut back by half and 
kept in a dry, cool, frost-free place that has sunlight through 
the winter, like a cool greenhouse. Water them sparingly to 
keep their roots dry until spring, when you can start to 
water them more frequently. 

If your garden has a Mediterranean theme, you're likely 
to need to protect other vulnerable plants, such as cannas, 
olive trees, ginger lilies and dahlias, which may not survive 
winter frosts. 

Leave dahlia tubers in the ground until the foliage has 
been blackened by frost, which may be as late as Novem¬ 
ber, then cut the plants down to around 15cm (6in) from 
the ground and dig up the tubers. Shake off the soil, wash 
the tubers and turn them upside down so the moisture 
drains out of the hollow stems. When they've dried off, 
hang them in nets in a shed or store them in stacking trays 
with plenty of holes for ventilation. 

Cannas need to be cut down before winter and mulched 
heavily, or dug up and put into pots only slightly bigger 
than their ball of roots, filling the gaps with compost, and 
kept in a frost-free place, ideally under the staging in a 
greenhouse. 

If you don't have heating in your greenhouse, insulating

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your more tender plants with bub¬ 
ble wrap can make a huge differ¬ 
ence, especially if you buy the 
fixing clips which separate the glass from the bubble wrap, 
creating a thin pocket of insulating air between the glass 
and the wrap. Alternatively, you may have to venture out 
on really cold nights and cover your tender specimens with 
horticultural fleece to keep the winter chill at bay. 

Other plants that form tubers such as ginger lilies are best 
dug up at the end of the season, the top growth cut off 
with secateurs and then the tubers stored until spring in 
dry potting compost in a cool, frost-free place like a garage 
or shed.They can be planted out next year when all danger 
of frost has passed. 

Pots of tender exotics such as citrus, palms and oleander 
which have graced your patio in summer will need to be 
moved back under cover, either into a cool conservatory or 
frost-free greenhouse, and will need to be watered spar¬ 
ingly throughout the winter. If your tender plants are sim¬ 
ply too big to move, then wrapping them in hessian or 
horticultural fleece may be the answer. 

Other tender plants such as cordylines, Pittosporum to- 
bira and cestrum, callistemon and Clerodendrum bungei 
may need wrapping, by framing the plant with a wigwam 
of bamboo canes and then packing the base of the plant 
with straw and wrapping the cane frame with horticultural 
fleece. 

Banana plants can either be heavily mulched to protect 
the roots, so growth starts again from soil level in the 
spring, or the top leaves cut off and the whole plant stem 
wrapped in straw, secured with chicken wire or hessian, so 
the plant can still breathe. 

Hopefully, a bit ofTLC over the winter months will ensure 
that your plants are brought back to their full glory next 
summer.

WHAT TO DO THIS WEEK 

• Clear fallen leaves and recycle them to make 
leafmould. 

• Collect plant supports and canes to store for 
winter. 

• Fork over the soil between plants in established 
borders to loosen the surface. Remove weeds then 
spread on a layer of well-rotted compost. 

• Rake and scarify lawns removing thatch and accu 
mulated debris. 

• Propagate hedging varieties of conifers from 
cuttings, using shoots of the new growth. Root 
directly into gritty soil in a cold frame. 

• Sprinkle fertiliser over areas to be planted up this 
autumn. 

• Clean and tidy established strawberry beds, 
removing weeds and any runners growing 
between rows. 

• Cut all ferny asparagus shoots down to soil level. 

• Sow sweet peas in deep containers in cold frames. 

• Continue to plant out wallflowers, primulas, 
forget-me-nots, pansies and other bedding plants 
for spring displays. 

• Top-dress lawns with a layer of gritty loam-based 
compost. 

• Finish potting on rooted cuttings and seedlings in 
the greenhouse. 

• Remove pond pumps and filters for winter storage.

provide water for a family for a 
year. 

The Rotarians from Chelwood 
Bridge, who formed the charity, 
demonstrated their new piece of 
equipment that filtrates the water 
using a mebrane rather than chlo¬ 
rine tablets. They produced some 
dirty water using mud from outside 
the Woodmead Halls, filtrated it 
and offered a glass to our Mayor, 
Sally Holman, who rarely goes any¬ 
where without a bottle of spring 
water in her hand. She declared it 
to be “refreshing”.

ART AT THE TOWN MILL 



THE first of a new series 
of talks will be held at 
the Town Mill Malt- 
house in Lyme Regis on 
Friday, November 22nd 
from 6pm to 8pm. 

In this talk, entitled 
"In The Absence of Jus¬ 
tice", well-known local 
artist Ricky Romaine 
will talk about his cur¬ 
rent and previous work, show slides 
and bring some original paintings. 

Here, Ricky describes the motiva¬ 
tion behind his iconic images:"Speak¬ 
ing out against injustice is an act that 
exposes the experience of oppressed, 
brutalised or just downtrodden and 
exploited peoples and makes con¬ 
nections with human beings across 
vast swathes of space and time. 

"It links individuals so that they can 
become groups. It validates groups, 
so that they can become movements. 
It empowers movements so that they 
can bring about change. 

"As an artist, I do not speak out with 
words. Alternatively, I choose most 
definitely to listen to those that do by 
working with imagery inspired by 
well informed and insightful political 
journalism, and humanitarian ac¬ 
tivism. 

"In this way my work could be seen 
as a means of bringing together the 
speaker and the listener. 

"The extemporary and poetical 
process of creating a painting en¬ 
ables me to expose images that fuse 
ideas informed by past memories 
and new revelations, occasionally al¬ 
lowing a balance to be achieved be¬ 
tween proclaiming and considering. 

The act of saying nothing does not 
necessarily have negative implica¬ 
tions, if there is space within the re¬ 
sulting silence to hear the voices of 
others. It is the combination of say¬ 
ing nothing, and hearing nothing 
also that is difficult to defend. 

"Within my work a collection of 
marks form themselves into pro¬ 
claimed, screamers, whisperers, mut- 
terers, orators, declaimers and silent 
thinkers. They all speak for the artist 
and to the artist. Sometimes I do not 


know what they are saying, until 
someone, who speaks their language, 
is able to interpret the words for me." 

Tickets are available from The 
Courtyard Gallery at the Town Mill or 
at the door on the night, costing £5 
or £4 for members of the Town Mill 
Arts Guild.

Unanswered questions 
in new budget strategy 


■ GOOD luck to the skatepark! People have been cam¬ 
paigning for it for decades. 

A group was clear it would back one, if elected. At a 
time when there's a lot of talk in many developed nations 
about disillusionment with democracy, it is encouraging 
that, in this instance, democracy has delivered. 

Dividing the large investment by the number of years a 
park has been requested puts it into perspective (“Council 
gives the skatepark £150,000”, View From Lyme Regis, 
November 6th). 

I hope that careful budgeting has been done for the fa¬ 
cility's annual operation and maintenance, and expect it 
will be well used for decades to come. But, if not, we don't 
have to look far in Lyme for at least one comparably ex¬ 
pensive project that continues to be used far less than was 
presumably projected, and whose operating costs do not 
seem to have been given adequate forethought. The 
skatepark, once completed, would also finally make good 
the pledge to provide an alternative venue for skaters 
when the old shelters were closed and expensive facilities, 
as yet only used intermittently, put on top of the new ones. 

So, what for democracy now? 

The town clerk's suggestions for which projects and op¬ 
erating costs the council could fund in future, must al¬ 
ready be causing those groups who were not mentioned 


to ask why, and who drew the list up? Something, any¬ 
thing, to show support for affordable housing was notable 
by its absence. Hasn't everybody been saying for years 
that it's their top priority? 

Perhaps a new era of single issue politics is under way, 
and the next general election of councillors will see new 
groups of candidates making pledges for spending on var¬ 
ious causes. 

All of which assumes the current town clerk has done 
his sums better than he seems to be saying was the case, 
in what he has called the previous one's “bit of a non¬ 
sense”. A very clear accounting in the next council 
newsletter to explain how much of this money was a one- 
off would be welcome. 

Also helpful, essential perhaps if our democracy is to be 
on a level playing field, would be a demonstration of how 
far unexpected events and an un-bumper summer could 
reduce the scale of future years' handouts. Hopefully such 
an account will not be so dumbed down as to leave as 
many questions unanaswered as there are now. 

Me? I shall be holding my breath. Why? The current 
powers that be also ran on a pledge for transparency.
